3. Tothe third Article this Reſpondent faith, That he believes that neither 
the ſaid Hetherington or Compns ever were in your Majeſties, or any good 
mans favour, and therefore to endeavour or take the leaſt pains to bring 
them and their Witneſſes into your Majeſties dif-favour, or to caſt Reproa- 
ches upon them, is needleſs, the Character enſtamped upon them already by 
Oral Teſtimony, and matter of Record, ſufficiently evidencing their demerits: 
He confefſeth "42 ſaid that he heard, and doth verily believe that Three thou- 
ſand pounds have been collected from ſome of the Citizens of London, and 
that part thereof was paid to Sir Villiam Maler, and other part thereof to the 
ſaid Hetherington, where, (in breach of his Truſt) paid but little or nothing of 
it to the Witneſſes. 


4. That the ſaid Fitz. Gerald hath ſometimes by Threats, other times by Feaſss, 
Treats, Momies, Promiſes, and other ways of perſwaſion, laboured to take off the 
Jaid Witne meſſes from giving their Evidence on bit ajeifies behalf; particularly 
im the caſe of Sir John Davis; and when all that would not prevail upon them, 
told them that his 9 was diſpleaſed with this Informant e ings, and 
would be ſo with them, if they followed his directions; and by theſe devices ſo 
«fſrighted them, that he got them to ſign to a Petition to his Majetty, which he 
rem jor the purpoſe, intimating that they were informed his MajeSty did not lool 


upon them as coming to do bim Service, and that if it were ſo, they ſhould readily 


2 appearing further, though their Intent iont were really 0 ſerve his Majeſty 
rein. That r. Fitz Gerald, when he knew the ſaid Witneſſes were to be 
called into either Houſes of Parliament, or ſome Committee relating to them, to

He confeſſeth he received One hundred pounds of your Majeſtic money ous 
of your Treaſury in Jrelaxd, by order of the Lord Lieutenant and Councel 
there, and not a Ea the Duke of Ormamd s own money, as is maliciouſly 
ſuggeſted ; and he received allo One hundred pounds ſterling more out dt 
your Majeſties Treaſury in England, by your Majelties order in Counce}, and 
no more, Which is all the Reſpondent e ver received to defray the extraordi- 
nary great charges expended by him in ſeveral Toutneys in Ireland, and his 
Voyage from thence to this place, in proſecution of his Diſcovery, being far 
ſhort of the real ſums laid out by him purely on the account aforeſaid, has 
ving ſpent ſeventeen. months entirely ia that Service, wholly neglecting his 
awn private concerns. Ie confeſſeth, that be was defired by ſome of his 
Friends and Relations, to procure (if he could) two blank Patentsfor Baro- 

nets in frelaud, from Your Majeſty z denies that ever he ſaid he had a Grant 
of the Commons in the ſaid Article mentioned, but confeſſeth that he in- 
tended to apply for the ſame, being parcel of his ancient Eſtate, and would 
have raiſed a conſiderable ſum of Money for the procuring thereof, if it could 
be obtained; and as to all and every other matter and thing in the (aid fourth

6. That the ſaid Fitz-Gerald being examined by a Committee of the Houſe of 
Commons, againſt Sir John Fitz-Gerald, refuſed to give his Evidence (being his 
Relation) unleſi the Committee would promiſe to intercede to his Majeity-for bit 
the ſaid Sir John's Pardon: And before a Committee F the Lords, in his Evi- 
dence he charged Col. John Fitz-Patrick, and Sir Edward Scot, to be Confede- 
rates in the Plot, but at the Lords Bar would not, though acked 3 and leſt their 
Names ont in his Narrative publiſhed in print, of his own knowledge, in that 
matier bir mind being ſince altered, upon what conſiderations may well be judged :
